 (d)  Minimizes the victimization of students, staff, or 34 

volunteers, including taking all steps necessary to protect the 35 

victim of any violent crime from any further victimization. 36 

 (e)  Establishes a procedure that provides each student 37 

with the opportunity for a review of the disciplinary action 38 

imposed pursuant to s. 1006.07. 39 

 (f)  Requires the threat assessment team to consult with 40 

law enforcement when a student exhibits a pattern of behavior, 41 
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based upon previous acts or the severity of an act, that would 42 

pose a threat to school safety.  43

 (c)  Zero-tolerance policies do not require the reporting 45 

of petty acts of misconduct and misdemeanors to a law 46 

enforcement agency, including, but not limited to, disorderly 47 

conduct, disrupting a school function, simple assault or 48 

battery, affray, theft of less than $300, trespassing, and 49 

vandalism of less than $1,000. If a student commits more than 50 

one misdemeanor, the threat assessment team must consult with 51 

law enforcement to determine if the act should be reported to 52 

law enforcement.
